s  enduringly  as  ever,  and  the  same  hills  image 
heir  trees   in   the  waters  below;   yet  there    is 

sense  of  im  permanence*  about  the  College 
|i9S  the  new  year  commences.  There  are  still 
oetween  eight  and  nine  hundred  students  on 
he  campus,  about  one-half  of  them  in  uniform, 
'ou  may  hear  the  hoarse,  "one,  two,  three, 
Dour"  shouted  from  a  distance,  or  the  sharp 
hip"  under  your  window  as  they  start  in  form- 
tion  for  the  recitation  buildings.  The  labora- 
ories  are  thronged  all  day  with  students  in 
i.haki  or  in  mufti.  The  civilian  students,  most 
f  them  under  the  draft  age,  seem  to  be  poised, 
xpectant,  waiting  for  a  sudden  call.  And  our 
noughts  are  largely  with  the  students  of  yes- 
erday  and  yesteryear  who  are  now  scattered 
ver  the  circle  of  the  planet. 

Our  thoughts  are  both  proud  and  hopeful. 
Ve  are  proud  of  the  fidelity  and  signal  bravery 


that  the  Alumni  have  shown  in  the  defense 
of  their  country.  We  are  hopeful  that  through 
their  courage  and  vision  victory  may  really 
mean  peace.  In  this  the  Alumni  who  have 
not  had  to  leave  civilian  life  have  as  great  a 
stake  and  perhaps  a  greater  obligation.  All 
of  us  realize  that  these  years  of  violence  will 
have  had  little  meaning,  if  the  statesmen 
of  the  world  are  going  to  be  content  with  trim- 
ming hedges.  If  their  finality  imposes  upon 
itself  the  limit  of  material  prosperity,  we  may 
know  that  we  are  not  at  an  end  of  an  era,  but 
are  marking  time  until  the  next  catastrophe. 
But  if  the  spiritual  aspects  of  justice,  the  in- 
violability of  the  human  personality,  the  sanc- 
tity of  human  rights  at  home  and  abroad — if, 
in  a  word,  the  immaterial  is  considered  as  vital 
as  raw  materials,  we  may  hope  for  better  things 
to  come.

^f  On  Monday  morning  at  1  1  A.  M.  on  July 
26,  two  army  trucks  rolled  up  to  St.  Mary's 
Hall.  Soldiers  and  baggage  landed  simultan- 
eously on  the  ground  before  its  entrance  filled 
with  newspaper  photographers.  Two  weeks 
later,  on  August  9,  485  students  who  had  ar- 
rived in  Boston  from  all  over  the  country  began 
classes  under  the  Army  Specialized  Training 
Program.  The  Army  had  come  to  Boston  Col- 
lege. 

In  command  of  the  student  soldiers  is  Major 
John  R.  Canavan  of  Dorchester,  a  Harvard  grad- 
uate and  brother  of  Lieut.  Richard  F.  Canavan, 
'38.  Major  Canavan  came  to  the  Heights  after 
many  months  in  the  South  Pacific,  where  he 
had  been  stationed  in  Australia,  New  Cale- 
donia, Guadalcanal  and  the  Fiji  Islands.  His 
staff  consists  of  three  lieutenants. 

The  soldiers  quartered  at  St.  Mary's  are  di- 
vided into  two  groups  according  to  the  courses 
they  are  taking,  the  Foreign  Area  and  Language 


group  and  the  Engineering  group.  The  weekly 
scholastic  program  for  the  Foreign  Area  group, 
those  studying  French,  Spanish,  or  German,  is: 
Instruction  (grammar),  5  hours;  Drill  (conver- 
sation), 12  hours;  Geography,  10  hours.  The 
program  for  the  Engineering  group  is:  English, 
3  hours;  History,  3  hours;  Geography,  2  hours; 
Math,  6  hours;  Chemistry,  3  hours;  Physics,  ( 
7  hours.  Both  groups  take  Physical  Education 
6  hours  a  week  and  Military  Drill,  5  hours. 

The  program  for  the  present  two  groups  will 
last  nine  months,  divided  into  three  terms  of 
twelve  weeks  each.  The  academic  phase  of 
the  program  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
college  authorities  and  faculty  teaching  the 
curriculum  prescribed  by  the  A.S.T.P.  Physical 
Education  is  under  the  direction  of  John  Cur- 
ley,  Graduate  Manager  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, assisted  by  Moody  Sarno,  Jack  Ryder  and 
John   Conroy. 

The  weekly  work-schedule  for  the  soldiers  j 
is:  Reveille,  6.30;  Breakfast,  7.00;  Classes  or 
prescribed  study,  8.00  to  noon;  Dinner,  12.15; 
Classes  or  prescribed  study,  1 .20  to  5.20;  Sup- 
per, 6.30;  Study,  7.40  to  10.00;  Taps,  10.30. 
No  soldier  is  allowed  to  leave  the  campus  ex- 
cept when  given  leave,  which  is  usually  from 
Saturday  afternoon   to  Sunday  afternoon. 

At  St.  Mary's  Hall  the  soldiers  live  four  or 
six  to  a  room,  each  room  furnished  with  double- 
decker  bunks  and  desks.  Meals  are  furnished 
by  Howard  Johnson's,  and,  shades  of  the  past, 
two  women  also  reside  in  the  building!  Yes, 
two  nurses  assigned  to  the   Infirmary. 

After  the   arrival    of  the   soldiers   came   the 
second  invasion.      It  was  discovered  that  man) 
were  married  men  whose  wives  had  been  wait- 1 
ing   for  them   to   report  to  the  College   before 
joining    them.       After    much    telephoning    anc 
telegraphing    they    appeared    in    Boston,    per- 
haps still    not  appreciating   the  worry  of  theiii 
husbands    who    had    to    obtain    apartments    oi  j 
rooms  without  being  able  to  leave  the  campus 
because  of  regulations.     A  picture  to  remem-i|fe 
ber   is  that  of  a  young   private  at  ten  o'clock 
one  July  evening    nervously   trying   to   arrange 
accommodations    for   his   wife   and    baby   back 
in  Indiana.     He  did  it.

With  a  little  patience  o  particular  priest 
nay  be  found  in  one  of  the  two  residences  on 
Commonwealth  Avenue,  or  on  Beacon  Street, 
>r  at  the  Museum,  or  at  the  Liggett  estate,  OR 
on  College  Road.  It  is  even  suspected  that  a 
:ent  erected  behind  the  Philomaithaiai  Club  is 
occupied  by  one  of  the  Fathers  with  inclina- 
|ons  toward  army  life.  About  the  only  common 
meeting  place  is  the  Refectory,  which  is  the 
naif  of  the  cafeteria  facing  Alumni  Field.  The 
:hapel  is  still  used,  and  the  Treasurer's  office 
stil'l  remains  open.  But  other  than  that  St. 
Vlary's  Hall  is  a  memory  for  the  faculty.  The 
President's  office  may  be  found  in  the  Library 
)uilding.  The  Business  School,  which  has  spent 
much  of  its  time  in  a  moving  van  since  it 
>pened  at  1 26  Newbury  Street,  has  returned 
o  the  Tower  building.  The  Placement  Bureau 
moved  to  the  third  floor  without  Mr.  George 
JDonaldson,  who'  entered  the  Army  September  1 . 
The  various  offices  at  the  Liggett  estate  set 
aside  for  student  activities  have  also  been 
Transferred,  and  are  sandwiched  in  here  and 
khere  in  the  Tower  building.  With  fewer  stu- 
dents, B.  C.  is  crowded. 

Under  the  accelerated  program  the  Col- 
lege operates  on  a  twelve-month  basis.  Sum- 
mer vacations  for  the  students  were  limited  to 
rour  weeks  for  each  class.  Many  of  the  Seniors 
lad  no  vacation  at  all  in  their  desire  to  obtain 
j  degree  before  being  called  to  duty.  The  class 
of  1944  will  graduate  the  end  of  November, 
almost  one  full  year  ahead  of  time. 

An  unusual  condition  brought  about  by  the 
accelerated  program  is  the  existence  this  month 
bf  six  classes,  Senior,  Junior,  two  Sophomore 
ind  two  Freshman.  This  is  explained  by  the 
ract  that  the  Freshmen  entering  in  February 
lave  just  become  Sophomores,  while  the  Sopho- 
nores  (s.g.)  have  only  completed  one-half  of 
hheir  second  year,  and  that  two  new  Freshman 
lasses  entered,  one  in  June,  the  other  in  Sep- 
eember. 

One  year  ago  about  1700  students  regis- 
ered  at  the  College  and  Business  School.  This 
year,  excluding  the  soldiers,  there  are  about 
480.  When  the  attendance  in  the  Business 
School  for  the  Junior  class  was  taken  one  stu- 
dent responded.  The  President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  the  class  itself  is  Mr.  John  Ho- 
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gan.  The  low  mark  for  both  schools  will  be 
reached  in  November  after  the  graduation  of 
the  Senior  class.  Then  about  350  students  will 
be  left. 

Fewer  students  and  less  hours  in  the  curric- 
ulum for  philosophy  have  resulted  in  several 
of  the  Jesuit  faculty  leaving  the  College.  In 
fact  all  of  the  Fathers  at  the  Business  School 
have  gone.  Fathers  Collins,  S.J.,  McManus, 
S.J.,  and  Shea,  S.J.,  have  been  transferred  to 
B.  C.  High.  Father  Barrett,  S.J.,  has  gone  to 
St.  Mary's  Church  in  the  North  End.  Two 
professors  of  philosophy  have  left,  Father  Low, 
S.J.,  to  Campion  Hail  I  at  North  Andover,  and 
Father  Flaherty,  S.J.,  to  Fairfield  Preparatory 
School  in  Connecticut. 

Several  of  the  Fathers  are  waiting  for  com- 
missions to  become  effective  in  the  Navy.  Rev. 
John  L.  Bonn,  S.J.,  has  already  reported  for 
duty. 

Student  activities  valiantly  strive  to  continue. 
For  the  most  part  the  Stylus  and  Heights  have 
succeeded,  although  there  is  no  guarantee 
they  will  have  the  same  editors  for  any  two 
successive  issues.  Under  distressing  circum- 
stances the  class  of  1944  is  determined  to  pro- 
duce a  Sub  Turri.  Trying  to  obtain  pictures 
of  classmates  already  in  the  service  is  no  easy 
task.

tn|5»  The  third  annual  Red  Mass  will  be  cele- 
brated on  Saturday,  October  9  at  1 0  o'clock, 
at  the  Immaculate  Conception  Church,  Boston. 
The  address  will  be  delivered  by  Rev.  John  J. 
Wright,   '31,  of  St.  John's  Seminary. 

Introduced  two  years  ago  in  Boston  by  Rev. 
William  J.  Kenealy,  S.J.,  former  Dean  of  the 
Law  School,  the  Red  Mass  is  the  solemn  votive 
Mass  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  celebrated  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  judicial  year,  attended  by  judges 
and  lawyers  for  the  purpose  of  invoking  God's 
guidance  and  blessing  in  the  administration  of 
justice,  Its  traditional  name,  the  Red  Mass, 
is  probably  derived  from  the  fact  that  the 
vestments  worn  by  the  officers  of  the  Mass  are 
red,  and  the  robes  of  the  attending  judges  were, 
in  ancient  days,  bright  scarlet.  Moreover,  the 
petition  of  the  Mass  seeks  the  aid  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  symbolized  by  the  flaming  fire  of  Divine 
Love  and  Wisdom. 
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^H  The  Honor  Roll  continues  to  increase  in 
large  numbers.  To  date  the  total  number  of 
Boston  College  men  in  the  service  is  3500,  an 
increase  of  700  since  May.  Such  an  increase 
is  due  in  part  to  the  call  to  duty  in  July  of 
students  in  the  Marine  Corps,  Navy,  and  Army 
Reserves.  On  September  23  another  group  re- 
ported for  duty  with  the  Marine  Corps.  In 
November  one  of  the  last  Navy  groups  will 
report.  How  many  more  Boston  College  men 
will  enter  the  service  is  difficult  to  decide, 
but  it  seems  that  the  four  thousand  figure  will 
eventually  be  reached, 

Twenty-six  have  died,  9  are  missing,  and 
4  are  prisoners  of  war;  26  men  have  acquired 
34  honors.  Six  have  been  commended  for 
bravery. 

A  survey  reveals  1 254  to  be  commissioned 
officers.  The  breakdown  according  to  rank  is 
as  follows:  Army  and  Marine  Corps,  Lieut.- 
General,  1;  Lieut.

A  Letter  By  Lt.  Thomas  A.  Barry,  '32,  U.  S.  N.  R. 


The  following  letter  was  one  of  the  last  writ- 
n  by  Lieutenant  Thomas  A.  Barry,  '32,  U.  S. 
.  R.,  before  he  died  of  malaria  August  4  in 
e  South  Pacific.      It  was  sent  to  his  sister. 

July  17,  1943. 
22ar  Mary: 

I  write  filled  with  spiritual  emotion,  for 
/e  just  come  from  a  native  village  on  another 
and.  I  went  there  with  Father  Daley  (B.  C. 
D)  and  can  readily  understand  why  mission- 
iies  hate  to  leave  their  posts  and  return  to 
nr  so-called  civilized  world.  This  place  was 
oaven  in  the  midst  of  war.  A  tiny  village 
xked  away  in  the  palms.     The  natives  could 

seen  running  along  the  shore  to  the  place 
nere  we  landed.  They  came  out  in  their 
Doden  canoes,  hewed  from  a  solid  tree,  and 
ok  us  in.  The  natives  were  dressed  for  the 
casion  (usually  the  women  had  nothing  but 
irts  on).  Here  they  were  fully  dressed, 
.ewise  the  men.  One  called  Peter  was  the 
acher.  He  had  a  large  cross  hanging  from 
is  neck  and   is  the  person  who  instructs  the 
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people  while  the  priest  is  away.  They  filed 
into  church,  the  women  on  one  side  and  the 
men  on  the  other.  One  of  the  boys  served 
Mass  and  his  Latin  was  perfect.  They  song 
in  the  native  language  and  in  their  simplicity 
and  innocence  seemed  like  angels  attending 
Our  Savior.  They  all  went  to  Holy  Communion 
and  prayed,  sang  Latin  songs  and  answered  the 
Ave  Maria  and  Salve  Regina,  in  Latin.  Such 
devotion  I  have  never  seen  before,  not  even  in 
Harlem.  The  background  was  laid  years  ago 
by  the  Marist  Fathers.  The  feeling  one  has  at 
such  a  service  is,  why  ever  leave  such  services 
to  God?  One  actually  feels  in  the  presence  of 
some  outstanding  missionary  when  this  takes 
place.  The  priest  baptized  several  of  the  ba- 
bies and  as  he  was  leaving  all  crowded  around 
and  kissed  his  hand.  A  scene  so  often  seen 
in  pictures  but  not  in  life.  One  feels  insig- 
nificant at  such  a  ceremony.  One  sees  the 
Church  triumphant,  the  true  living  Church  in 
action.  One  actually  envies  the  priest.  Even 
though  the  Militanist  is  supreme  at  present  the 
Church   will    live  through   to   rule.

)f%  On  August  15,  Father  John  Francis  Xavier 
Murphy  celebrated  his  fifty  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  Jesus.  The  Alumni  offer 
him  their  heartiest  congratulations  on  the  com- 
pletion of  so  long  a  period  of  fruitful  labor  in 
the  Master's  service,  and  all  wish  him  a  most 
fervant  "Ad  multos  annos."  Father  Murphy 
was  born  in  Nashua,-  New  Hampshire  in  1876, 
the  Centennial  Year  of  our  Independence;  he 
has  always  been  noted  for  his  sterling  Amer- 
icanism. After  graduating  from  Nashua*  High 
and  completing  a  short  turn  as  a  teacher,  he 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  at  Frederick,  Mary- 
land, in  1893.  He  followed  the  usual  program 
of  study  in  the  Jesuit  order,  supplemented  by 
courses  pursued  at  John  Hopkins  University. 
The  first  two  years  of  his  regency  were  spent  at 
Boston  College  High  School,  where  he  made 
such  an  impression  on  B.  C.  men  that  his  mem- 
ory is  fondly  cherished  by  many  of  the  older 
alumni.  Two  years  of  teaching  were  pursued 
at  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College,  New  York,  and 
then  followed  his  theological  studies  at  Wood- 
stock, Maryland,  where  in  1909  he  was  or- 
dained to  the  priesthood  by  Cardinal  Gibbons: 
After  completing  his  theology  he  taught  His- 
tory at  St.  Joseph's  College,  Philadelphia,  and 
at  Holy  Cross.  Then  came  what  was  perhaps 
the  happiest  and  greatest  year  of  his  life,  when 
during  1912  and  1913  Father  Murphy  studied 
Ascetical  Theology  in  Ireland  at  Tullabeg;  ever 
a  deep  lover  of  Erin,  this  year  meant  much  to 
him.  On  his  return  to  the  States  he  began  his 
long  career  as  a  Professor  of  History,  lecturing 
at  Fordham,  Regis  High  of  New  York,  George- 
town, Holy  Cross  and  Boston  College.  For  the 
last  fourteen  years  Father  Murphy  has  been 
here  at  the  Heights,  working  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  History,  both  in  the  Graduate  and 
Undergraduate    Schools. 

In  all  the  history  of  Boston  College,  there 
have  been  few,  if  any,  professors  more  popular 
or  more  deeply  beloved  than  the  Reverend  Jubi- 
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larian.       It    is   a    common    sight   to   see    Father 
Murphy's  jolly,   rotund  figure   in  the  center  of 
a   knot  of  students,   expatiating   on   some   his- 
torical   problem,    punctuating    the    seriousness 
of  the  discussion  with  sallies  of  sparkling  wit 
to  the  delight  of  his  devoted  auditors.     A  no- 
tice that  J.  F.  X.  is  going  to  give  a  lecture  has 
but  to  be  put  up  and  the  hall  will  be  crowded 
out    into    the    corridors    with    an   enthusiastic 
throng,  eagerly  expecting  the  exhaustive  treat 
in   store,   for  it  will   be  exhaustive  one  can  be 
sure  of  that.     The  breadth  of  Father  Murphy's 
knowledge   of    History    is   truly   astonishing   — 
astounding,  perhaps,  would  be  the  better  word 
to  convey  the  range  of  his  knowledge.     Of  no 
one  are  Goldsmith's  words  truer,  "and  still  the 
wonder  grew  that  one  small  head  could  carry  all 
he  knew."  But  no  mere  pedant  is  Father  J.   F. 
X.;  he  has  had  the  happy  faculty  of  seasoning 
his  vast  erudition  with  a  delightful  humor.     His 
wit,   his  clever  illustrations  and  his  bright  sal- 
lies have  become  a  tradition  at  B.  C.      In  the 
midst  of  his  wide  learning  and  h is  happy  out- 
look,   perhaps    because    of   them,    stand    other' 
characteristics,   his  courage   and   his  devotion. 
No  man  has  displayed  greater  courage  in  up- 
holding   his    ideals,    no    man    has   served    truth 
with    greater    devotion.      What    especially    has 
endeared  Father  J.   F.  X.  to  B.  C.   men   is  thai 
he  has  inspired  them  with  this  strong  courage 
and  this  boundless   devotion.      Father  Murphy 
may  be  said  to  have  three  chief  loyalties.  The 
first  is  the  Catholic  Church,  his  spiritual  moth-' 
er;    in  her  cause  there  is  no  toil  too  hard   for 
this  loyal  son.     Then  comes  America,   his  na-  j 
five  land,  and  Ireland,  his  sireland  in  the  ambi 
of  his  devotion.
